Columbus, Sept. 6.—A story 
of a 


-convict, who, after committing' a crime 
when a boy of 15, lived a straightfor- 
ward life for 2S years when he was 
again caught in the fangs of the law 
and once more forced to don convicts' 
garb, was brought to light today tn 
an opinion handed down by Attorney 
General Hogan. 


On January 15, 1SS3, Morris Calins 


was received at the penitentiary from 
Fulton county to 
serve a term 
for 


;rand larceny. He was then a boy in 
short trousers. 
After five days it was 


discovered that he was but 15 and he 
was transferred to the boys' industrial 
school at Lancaster. 


About a year later he was paroled 


and returned to his home town where 
lie was a respected citizen for 2S years. 
Then Collins, a matured man of 43, 
was arrested and convicted for aban- 
donment and failure to provide. He 
was "brought back to Columbus Sep- 
tember 7, 1910, to serve a three year 
term. 
Now he wants a parole, 
but 


the five days he served in the 
pen 


when a boy will hold him from it, ac- 
:orcling to Hogan's ruling. 


Thus a blunder of the law 28 years 


ago, when a judge sentenced a boy to 
the pen instead of to Lancaster, will 
make that convict serve two years in 
;he penitentiary which he

COLUMBUS. Sept. G.— The taxable value of the Pennsylvania lines with- 


in Ohio, as fixed for 1911, by the State Tax Commission, is $18,469,441 in ex- 
cess of the total value placed upon all railroad property in the state for 1910. 


Think of it. 
In 1911, one railroad's property has been placed on the 


tax duplicate for an amount, which is more than $18,000,000 in excess of the 
aggregate taxable value that was placed on the property ot all Ohio rail- 
roads in 1910. There are more than 100 of them. 


No wonder the farmer and .home owner comp'ained about high taxes. 
Inadequate values of other classes of property, was not the only cause 


for complaint, however. 


It has been learned that while real estate owners paid an average tax 


rate of 3 per cent, in 1910, railroads paid but 2.5 per cent. The reason was 
that this property was apportioned to the counties and districts having low 
rates. 
In former years when increases were made to the properties of rail- 


roads, the increased values were so distributed among low rate counties 
that the total tax payment of the concern in the state was not augmented. 


But there has been a change for the better. 
While farmers and home owners will pay $7,385.813.05 less taxes in 


1911 than they, did in '1910, the 1911 tax payments of railroads will be $1 638 - 
260.03 larger than in 1910.

Guiana, was murdered by natives in 
the interior while he was carrying on 
evangelist work among them. The 
murder is supposed to have occurred 
In the second or third week in July. 
Information of the murder was re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the Sev- 
enth Day Adventists at Tacoma Park, 
Md., near Washington.

DEFENDS HIS ACTION IN THE 


SCHOOL WATER WORKS QUESTION 


Contending that his action was not 


taken hurriedly and that he gave the 
school board ample warning of 
his 


intended action, Service Director Wil- 
liam (Christian, in an interview with 
the Advocate, explains why he took 
the action he did in the water ques- 
tion against the school board 
and 


upon what authority the action was 
taken. 


"I took up the matter \\iih them 


upon June 20, just about the time 
school closed. In a letter -directed to 
the board of 
education, I advised 


them that it was necessary for them 
to install meters in all the buildings, 
and that unless this was done the 
water would be shut off. 


"This notice was ignored. About 


a month later, having 
received no 


reply or indication that one would be 
forthcoming, I sent another notice to 
the board, instructing them to install 
meters or make arrangements 
for 


the work to be done. This was on 
July 14. The next day, a letter from 
Secretary Keller or' the school board 
stated that the matter would be ta- 
ken up at the next regular meeting 
of the board, which was on the lf>th, 
and that a formal reply authorized 
by the board \\ould be made to my 
communications. 


"I heard nothing more from the 


board or 
the members. 
Monday of 


this week I sent another notice to 
the board, saying that inasmuch .is 
the notices I 'had sent to them had 
been ignored, that the water would 
be shut off forthwith and this 
was 


done under my orders. 


"I did not take any advantage of 


the school board. 
1 had ample au- 


thority under the statutes to take tha 
action I did. More than that. I was 
informed by the bureau of public ac- 
counting that 
the 
school 
board 


should pay for the water used in the 
school buildings, as it was a source 
of revenue to the city. 


"It costs the department of pub- 


lic service so much a thousand gal- 
lons to provide the city with water 
and after the receipts are figured, 
all the water not accounted for 
is 
charged up as wasted. It is not fair 
to 
this 
department to have 
the 


schools use hundreds of thousands of 
gallons of water -daily, for which no 
accounting is made. 


"House Bill 221. passed by the last 


legislature on April 26, 1911, and ap- 
proved by the governor on May G, 
1911, repealed the old statute which 
permitted school boards to use wa- 
ter in the buildings without charge. 
The new law expressly states that 
the board shall pay the city for the 
water consumed in the school build- 
ings. 


"The public service -director is giv- 


en almost unlimited power as head 
of the waterworks department. 
He 


is authorized to make any regulation 
he deems necessary to the best in- 
terests of the 
waterworks depart- 


ment. He is given the power to re- 
quire meters any place where 
the 
city water is used." 


Under the old statute the city of 


Cleveland required all the city school 
buildings to install meters so that 
the 
waterworks 
department could 


keep track of the water used for that 
purpose. Jn one building alone more 
than 100,000 gallons per school day 
were saved through, the installaton 
of the meters. 


There are 16 school buildings in 


the city and Mr. Christian states that 
he did not shut off the water in all 
of them. 
The supply was shut off 


at fche high school, the Central build- 
ing, the North Fourth street build- 
ing and the East Main street build- 
ing. 


When the court's restraining or- 


der was served upon him, he ordered 
the workmen to immediately turn ~>n 
the water in these buildings, as pro- 
vided for in the restraining order. 


The director states that he did not 


turn off the water in all the build- 
ings tor the reason that he expected 
some such action on the part of the 
school board. He said that the chief 
reason for his action was that 
he 


-wanted to bring the matter to 
a 


head at once. 
He said that his no- 


tices 'had been ignored by the board 
and that he knew of no other method 
by which the matter could be settled 
finally. 


It is stated that some of the mem- 


bers of the school board are of the 
•opinion 
that 
the 
statute 
under 


which Mr. Christian proceeded has 
not been interpreted properlj 
and 


that the legislature did not intend 
that it should be so construed. 


The matter will be defended in the 


common pleas court by City Solicitor 


Bolton and it will be brought up for 
hearing as soon as 
possible. 
Mr. 


Christian states that he did not wish 
to inconvenience? the school board by 
demanding that the work 
be done 


during school sessions, and that was 
the reason he waited until after tile 
close of the schools, thinking 
the 


work could be done during the sum- 
mer vacation.

fessor James E. Keeler. The heavens 
are full of them—they exist by thou- 
sands—arid as astronomical photogra- 
phy is brought to greater perfection 
their amazing shapes tend more arid 
more to ui>sec nil former ideas con- 
cerning the processes of creation and 
destruction going on iu the interstellar 
spaces. 
They affect in an equal de- 


gree all theories about the origin aud 
ultimate fate of our own solar sys- 
tem. 


Who would imagine on. looking up 


at the starry heavens some quiet 
night that the earth is like a person 
lost in the midst of the 
whirring 


•wheels and spinning shafts of some 
enormous mill or machine room, where 
running 
bolts, 
whirling 
spindles, 


champing pistons, grinding cogs, gy- 
rating governors, dizzying flywheels 
and leaping rods confuse the eye and 
the rniud and paralyze the limbs with 
the terror of impending annihilation.? 
We are not aware of this startling 
situation because,, while we see the 
stars, we do not see what is among 
the stars. The spinning machinery of 
the universe is revealed only in pho- 
tographs, and as far as our senses are 
concerned it performs its functions 
with a silence which to the imagina- 
tion becomes a part of the horror of 
space. 


These cosmic wheels spin with in- 


calculable velocity, but the span of 
human life is but a second of time in 
comparison with their periods. If we 
could magnify time so that a second 
would become as a, century, then an 
hour would be equivalent to 300,000 
years, and the true aspect of the 
spiral nebulae wTould burst upon our 
astonished senses.—Garretl P. Serviss 
in New York American.
